Depth Hampers Redskins 56 Season 



The "Skins" started off the season with the War- 
riors of Hammond Noll. After trailing for three quar- 
ters by a score of 6-0, the Goshen lads were able to 
push across the T.D. which deadlocked the game. The 
following week at Foreman Field the "Skins," with a 
very much improved offense, • and with inspired play, 
almost upset South Bend John Adams. Adams were 
later conquerors of the E.N.I.H.S.C. Conference and also 
champs of the northern part of the state. The offensive 
drive was led by "Slingin" Sam Delcamp and John 
"Wort" Fidler. The scoreboard read 33 - 26 at the final 
gun. A powerful Mishawaka team romped to a 28-0 
half-time lead and then were able to coast to an easy 
victory, 35 - 14. The boys from Goshen couldn't quite 
hold their own on defense. ' In Goshen's victory over 
Buchanan, the "Skins" hit fast for two scores, but from 
then on it was a battle of defenses. The final score 
was 13 - 6. Don Goss was the big gun for Goshen. 

The Red Devils from Michigan City dealt Goshen 
its third straight conference loss- by a score of 26 - 14.

The Wildcats from South Bend Riley had the Redskins 
whipped at the half with three touchdowns. The "Skins" 
played good second-half ball but Riley had the game 
sewed up at the outset, 19 - 13. In the game of old 
rivals. Elkhart handed Goshen a 25-13 defeat before 
10,000 fans at Elkhart's Rice Field. On the opening 
play from scrimmage, little John Fidler scored on a 
80 - yard sprint. Delcamp and Fidler were the mainstays 
of Goshen's offensive attack: they each picked up more 
than one hundred yards from scrimmage. In the eighth 
game of the season, the Central Bears of South Bend 
dealt Goshen its seventh defeat of the season and its 
fifth loss in the conference. This is the only game of 
the season in which Goshen did not score — the game 
ended 33 - 0. 

In the season finale, the Laporte Slicers and the 
lads from Goshen battled to a 7-7 deadlock at the half. 
The "Skins" could not keep up their defensive pace, 
or ball control as the Slicers scored 27 points in the 
last half to win 34 - 7.

The object of the Euclidean* Club is to study some 
of the phases of mathematics not usually found in high 
school mathematics courses and .to promote the spirit of 
good feeling among students especially interested in 
mathematics.

CLASS CRUMBLE 

Howdy. Neighbors! 

It sure is nice to be able to look out over the audience and 
see so many friends instead of the usual mass of teachers and 
underclassmen. It will seem quite unusual to spend a day at school 
with no one but friends. 

Here on this stage, you see 150 scholars who have weathered 
many storms of school life and have braved the teeming tortures of 
the classroom in order to sit here on exhibition this afternoon. I 
suppose you all know this is our last day here. Yes. today we bring 
to a conclusion the four years we have wasted awav here in this 
splendiferous institution of learning. This being our last day at 
G. H. S., we would like to express our feelings concerning the 
obstacles which we have encountered and these 150 battle-scarred 
students have appointed Yours Truly to do so. 

You know, ever since we first set foot in this building, the 
high authorities have tried to keep us blindfolded from, the dis- 
crepancies of our beloved school, but these blindfolds have been 
quite ineffective. In our tour of duty here at Goshen High School, 
we have kept our eyes wide open: you have to keep your eyes open 
in this building or you may be killed by some puny Freshman who 
is in a hurry to go nowhere at all. I suppose that some or all of 
you think I am being quite prevaricative. Let me point 
out to you a few of the more provocative phenomena of our careers 
at G. H. S. 



I hope that nobody broke his neck when he entered the building 
this afternoon. I emphasize the fact that it is a bit unusual to 
walk down to the main floor from the ground level when you enter 
a building as large as this. Of course it helps so-o-o much when 
you can't see where you are going because the lights aren't adequate 
enough to make the steps visible. This is caused by the fact that 
when this building was erected, the electricians neglected to furn- 
ish the halls with lights. When the necessity for hall lights be- 
came apparent, the janitors installed a row of lights and hooked 
them to a dry cell, but you can't gel loo much light that way. 
However, the dark halls do have an advantage. Visitors and stu- 
dents are unable to see the layer of dirt on the walls. 

If you think that the hall lights aren't good, you should see 
the lights in the classrooms. Each room is supplied with four 
sockets, each one being filled by a 10-watt bulb. When we enter 
the room, we have to feel our way to our seats. We have to use 
fluorescent chalk so that we can see what is written on the black- 
board. 

I mentioned the fact that the building is lower than the 
ground level. This does have its advantages. When the building 
was erected, the proposed swimming pool was eliminated. Now. 
however, we are able to swim down the hallway any day when 
the weather is rainy. All we have to do is. open the doors and 
let the water run in from the parking lot. 

Another modern convenience in our school which is unequaled 
anywhere else is our magnificent healing system. When the tem- 
perature is below freezing, the heating system is shut off. In 
contrast, when the mercury has climbed . past ninety degrees, the 
furnaces will be going full blast. I suppose you all remember the 
day this winter when the temperature was down to five below zero. 
We had to open the windows here at school to heat the rooms. 
When the heaters are operating (and that's not too often), there is 
still a contrast of two extremes. The heat stays on the radiator 
side of the room, but the other side has no warmth whatsoever. 
The students on one side roast while the students on the opposite 
side freeze to death. This is the reason that the first row of each 
room is called "the Davy Jone s Locker." 

One practice which we students just love is getting up in the 
middle of the night so that we can be here ready to study at 
eight o'clock in the morning. And if some unlucky student isn't 
tucked away in his own little desk when the bell rings, he has to 
trudge down the long corridor to the honorable Dart K. Bemender- 
fer's office of attendance. Here he gets a slip of paper entitling 
him to get into class. There are two types of paper which he 
may receive. First is the yellow slip which says that the student has 
a reasonable excuse and should not be punished for being late or 
absent, whichever the case may be. Second is the blue slip which 
says that the student is a lazy galoot and should be punished severely 
for taking twenty extra seconds of sleep or for not bringing his 
pneumonia to school with him. The attendance office ran out of 
yellow slips last year and decided that there was no use to spend the 
money for some new ones. Therefore, nobody so much as laid eyes 
.on a yellow elip this year, let alone get one. The only legitimate 
excuse in the eyes of the Truant Officer is hospitalization or death 
I remember one day this winter when Larry Miller came to school 
with his arms, legs, and head thoroughly bandaged. He was an 
hour late. When he went after his excuse. Dart began writing out 
a blue slip. When Larry asked why he was getting a blue slip. 
Mr. Bemenderfer said that his excuse was bound to be of the weak 
classification. When Larry told him that he had fallen out of a 
third story window that morning. Dart continued with the blue slip. 
He said that it shouldn't have taken a whole hour to fall three 
stories. 

Another thing that helps us students is the wonderful set of 
clocks which we have here. We set our watches at home, and by the 
time we get here, we find that they have lost fifteen minutes. 
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When we return home, we find thai we get there ten minutes 
before we left school. Not only do the school clocks disagree with 
our home clocks, hut none of the 42 school clocks airree with 
each other. 

One of the most intriguing things about this school is the 
way in which the lockers are assigned to each student. Every- 
one's locker is conveniently placed at the furthest possible location 
from the rooms in which he has classes. To make the problem 
more difficult, we are allowed only five minutes to travel from one 
end of the hall to the other and from one floor to another to get 
our hooks anil get hack to our next class. Also they tell us that we 
cannot run in the halls. They say that we must always have at 
least one knee on the floor. Then they wonder why we can't get 
to class on time. 

We who drive chariots to school would like to know what 
started the fad of the teachers having to issue a certain <|uota of 
traffic tickets each day. During classtime. the faculty takes yard- 
sticks to the parking lot. and if someone has parked an inch out of 
line, he receives a ticket. The victim is then reprimanded and 
may lose his driver's license. 

Speaking of the parking lot. what ever happened to ours? I 
guess the attendant who was supposed to keep the surface level 
was overcome by the comleniporary IrockV roll erase.

CLASS HISTORY

tory is recorded. Knur years is a minute Fragment in the personal 
histories of the 150 soon to graduate. But crowded into this four- 
year period is what we think a remarkable and very commendable 
record — one which we shall never forget. 

On August 31. 1953, 202 of us entered the halls of Goshen 
High School as frightened and meek freshmen, the lowest form of 
humanity. Full of ambition and determination, we immeditely dug 
into our schoolwork and before long we had discovered that we 
could work together as a closely knit unit.

Our first project as a class was the freshmen clean-up. an after- 
noon devoted to beautifying our campus. Already we had joined 
various clubs and many freshmen names were to be seen on the 
honor roll. Honors began falling to us at once as Phyllis Rowell 
was chosen baton twirler. Our athletic ability showed from the 
start as our freshmen teams compiled records of eight wins against 
only one loss in football, and seventeen wins with only three losses 
in basketball. Our freshmen year ended as we proudly placed our 
candidate. Jane Sovine. upon the queen's court for the 1954 Goshen 
Relays. 

After three months of glorious vacation we reentered the halls 
of G.H.S. in the fall of 1954 with a little more confidence and 
understanding. We chose the Sovine twins. Tom and Jane, as our 
president and vice-president respectively. Anita Hursh became 
secretary and Jerry Keim controlled our now enlarged treasury. 
Judy Williams and Bruce Anglemyer were our sergeants-at-arms. 
Student Council members for the first semester were Nikki Harbour, 
Ann Risser. Pamela Penn, Dave Bartow, and Judy Weiskittel. 
Dixie Kettlebar. Sharon Berlin, Ron Hachet. Sharon Kauffman, and 
Tom Patton represented us on the council during the second 
semester. 

In addition to our two sponsors already named, we received 
further guidance from Mr. Kastner. 

Our athletic ability continued to show itself during the Sopho- 
more year as letter winners were: Football. Jerry Keim, Keith 
Veach, John Tiegler. Wesley Smith. Tom Sovine, and Ed Smoker; 
basketball, Jim Fricke. Skip Hosteller, and Jerry Keim: track. Sam 
Delcamp. John Wert, and Don Goss: tennis. Stan King, Skip 
Hosteller, and Carlton Grotrain; and cross country, Dave Hoke. 

All of us pleased to have the name of Peggy Clapacs added 
to those of the cheerleaders. 

Again it was time for a well-earned vacation. For three months 
we played, worked, and just plain loafed. Before we knew it, it 
was time for school to resume, and back to the halls of G.H.S. we 
traveled. We were entering a new world, that of the upperclassmen. 
and with half of our high school education completed, we approached 
our junior year with a more serious attitude. 

To lead us through the year Dave Hoke was chosen president 
He was ably assisted by Jim Berkev serving as vice-president, 
Sara Schrock as secretary, and Norma Shrock as treasurer. Ser- 
geants-at-arms were Ann Risser. Becky Mellinger. Jerry Keim. Tom 
Patton. Anita Hursh. Dean Strycker. Jane Sovine. Ron Hachet. 
Mary Sue Kaminky. Dick Kitson. Stan King. Sally Sorg. Carlton 



Grotrian, and Sharon Berlin were our representatives on the Student 
Council. 

On November 11 and 12, 1955. the J unior Class presented the 
play. "The Curious Savage." Jane Sovine portrayed Mrs. Savage 
and the rest of the cast consisted of Sara Schrock. Margie Brooks, 
Tom Patton, Anita Hursh, Ron Hachet, Dave McQuillian, Ron Ever, 
Larry Ernsberger, Pat Schenck, and Anna Shue. 

In athletics the boys earning their letters in football were John 
Tiegler. Keith Veach, Don Goss, Jerry Keim. Ed Smoker. Larry 
Rowe, Tom Sovine. Wesley Smith, John Fidler, Bruce Anglemyer. 
and Sam Delcamp. Wesley Smith also had the distinction of being 
named to the all-conference football team. Those earning letters 
in basketball were Ed Smoker, Skip Hostetler. Wesley Smith. Jerrv 
Keim, and Jim Fricke. Carlton Grotrian, Stan King, and Skip 
Hostetler earned letters in tennis while Dick Boshart, Sam Delcamp, 
and Don Goss won G's in track. Cross country awards went to 
Dan Pletcher and Dave Hoke. 

Girls also received honors in our junior year as Judy Williams 
was named baton twirler and Sharon Berlin was chosen as a cheer- 
leader. 

Each year National Honor Society includes in its membership 
the top five per cent of the junior class. Junior representatives were 
Norma Schrock, Tom Patton, Jane Sovine, Anita Hursh, Dixie Ket- 
tlebar, Judy Weiskittel, John Tiegler. and Dave Hoke. 

At long last our class rings arrived, and as is usually the case, 
few of us kept our own but rather exchanged them with our current 
boy or girlfriend. 

Climaxing the sporting events for the year was the annual 
colorful relay celebration. Again we were proud to place our re- 
presentative. Sally Sorg. upon the queen's court. 

As juniors we were involved in a new experience, that of 
planning the Junior-Senior Prom. With our creative minds per- 
forming to their capacities, and with paint brushes, paint, hammers, 
nails, and saws in hand, we began to plan the gala event for the 
senior class. Every junior's heart beat with pride as he spent the 
entire evening of May 4, at the Junior-Senior Prom in an atmo- 
sphere of "Springtime in Paris." 

For the last time we were dismissed for summer vacation, and 
as we went our various ways our thoughts moved ahead toward the 
future and our senior year in Goshen High School. In the midst 
of summer activities, our hearts were saddened by the fatal accident 
which took the life of one of our classmates. Dan Pletcher. 

The fall of 1956 found 160 eager students entering the halls of 
G.H.S. for the last time. Anticipating our senior trip, we con- 
centrated our efforts toward raising sufficient funds for our ever- 
growing class treasury. 

Miss Brown replaced Mrs. Vosteen as one of our class sponsors. 

Tom Patton was selected to guide us through this most im- 
portant year. As vice-president, Dave Hoke was chosen. Norma 
Schrock again served as treasurer, and Mary Sue Kaminky was 
elected secretary. Dean Strycker, Margie Brooks. Jim Fricke, and 
Anna Shue served as sergeants-at-arms. The Student Council for 
the year 1956-57, was headed by Ron Hachet. First-semester re- 
presentatives were Anita Hursh. Jim Huff. Gale Leiter. Sharon 
Berlin, and Stan King. Second-semester members were Jim Berkev, 
Ann Risser. Ron Eyer. Jim Fricke, and Elaine Yoder.

It is now time to organize our publications for the year which 
included the Crimson, which is our yearbook, and our bi-weekly 
newspaper, the Tomahawk. Sara Schrock was selected editor-in- 
chief of the Crimson. Sharon Alfano. Mary E- Miller. Julia Morse, 
and Norma Schrock were chosen to be the editors for the Tomahawk. 

In order to bolster class funds the seniors presented a variety 
show with acts presented by many different seniors. The pro- 
duction was called the "Senior Follies." 

This year brought out the best in our athletes. C winners in 
football were Don Goss, Bruce Anglemyer. John Fidler. Keith Veach. 
Sam Deli-amp. Ed Smoker. John Tiegler. Larry Rowe. Tom Sovine. 
Jerry Keim. and Wesley Smith. Letter winners in basketball were 
Jim Fricke, Skip Hostetler, and Wesley Smith. Tennis winners 
were Skip Hostetler. and Stan King, while Dave Hoke, and Bruce 
Vannoster won G's in cross country. 

March 8 and 9 found the G.H.S. auditorium filled to its cap- 
acity as the town turned out to see the senior play.
